Fraulein Junkers immediately an- 
nounced that the plane would take off 
at 6 a. m. tomorrow for a nonstop 
flight to Washington, D. C., to en- 
able the Bremen’s crew and Bernt 
Balchen, the Ford plane's pilot, to at- 
tend the funeral of Floyd Bennett, 


Commander Richard E. Byrd’s com-} 


panion on his north polar flight. Ben- | 
nett died at Quebec City yesterday 


from pneumonia brought on by leaving \ 


a sick bed to pilot, with Balchen, the 
big Ford plane to the relief of the 
trans-Atlantic flyers. |

His wife had warned him 
but like other old and foolish men he did not heed 
such advice. He was accused, arrested and ex- 
accusing girls conducted themselves accord- 
ing to their usual manner. When he was brought 
to the bar they became affected “with fits and 
troubled with pinches.” The prisoner's hands were 
tied and the fits and pinching troubles stopped. 
One hand was released, The fits and the distress 
from pinches recurred. Giles knew that it was the 
end for him and foolish as he was he had courage 
enough to want to retain legal ability to bequeath

if attainted. Therefore he “stood mute” and re-| 
fused to answer questions. The punishment for 
this was that he “ be remanded to the prison from 
which he came and be put into a low, dark chamber, 
and there be laid on his back on the bare floor, 


placed upon his body as great a weight of iron as 
he could bear, and more, that he should have no 
sustenance, save only on the first day, three mor- 
sels of the worst bread, and on the second day, | 
three draughts of standing water that should be 
mearest to the prison door, and in this situation 
this should be alternately his daily diet till he died 
or till he answered.”
